We recently heard that soon after the 
close of the war a gentleman who owns a 
large body of land in one of the Northern 
Neck counties of Virginia. (some four

Hditor Constitution: Having observed 
the great interest maniſested by you in the 
development of the resources ef our State. 
I have thought that a brief account of the 
Gold Mining operations of this section 
might be interesting to some of your many 
readers. 

The Gold Mining interest of this section 
is a much more extensive business than 
many, even as near as your city, gre ap- 
prised of, and when I tell you that the 
companies in this, and in White county. 
represent several millions, that it will be 
new and surprising to many of your 
readers. 

The names of the companies in this 
county are the Yahoola and Cane 
Creek Hydraulic Hose. .The Wood, the 
Georgia Gold. the Chestatee Flaming and 
Mining, the Dahlonega Mining, the Eto- 
wah and Battle Branch, the Armicalola 
Mining. and Moore & Harris Quartz Mill, 
Ke. Those in White are the Lewis & 
Sprague. the Naceoochee Hydraulic Hose. 
and Logan & Asbury's Mill. Besides these, 
there were two companies chartered at the 


last session of the Legislature, the Nacoo- 


chee Valley, and the Hannay Mining Com- 
panies, covering extensive and very valu- 
able properties, that will be in operation 
daring the spring or early summer. All 
these, except Moore & Harris and Logan & 
Asbury’s Mill, are owned and operated by
